Is not the evil great 
enough, or is it that our spirits are 
mean? Do the odds affright us, or 
is it thatwe d o not care? The mem- 
orable message sent to Wendail Phill- 
ips by his brave spirited wife needs 
to be transmitted along the line “df 
our workers today, ‘‘Don't shilly sha- 
lly Wendall, don’t shilly shally. Be- 
gin and the way will open up belore 
you wondrously. Act ! and the dif- 
ficulties will disappear.’’ .

Wetaskiwin, It is a tri- 
angular platform on wheels, to which 
is attached a‘heavy. knife sovyon fect 
long set at an angle of forty-five de- 
grees, ‘To resist. the side pressure of 
the knife as it strikes the brush the 
rear wheels are flanged and shaped 
much like the discs of a harrow. The 
work already performed by this ma- 
chine is truly marvellous, and at 
length solves the problem of remov- 
ing - brush from the land at a’ low 
cost. With it and a team two men 
can cut as much brush in on¢ day 
as twenty men could by hand. 


Not only does it cut small young 
trees, but large willows four and five 
inches thick fall before it as grass 
before a mower..It also cuts close 
to the ground. One man on the 
platform drives the horses, while 
another follows, removing the brush 


#/so that the horses can readily pass 


over the ground on the next swath, é 
When one considers the immense

the west, which is now practically 
useless on account of the brush, it 
is easy to see that this machine will 
be a great boon to the western farm- 
er. Without a doubt it will increase 
the value of land from five to ten 
dollars per acre. 


_Mr. Gus. HE. Roose of Wetaskiwin 
has the honor of being the inventor. 
He came here about three years ago 
and took charge of Mr. McCarter’s 
farm adjoining the town. He soon 
realized that a tremendous saving 
could be made by clearing the land of 
brush with a machine, instead of do- 
experimenting. on many different ideas 
ing it by hand. After considerable 
he finally produced the ‘brush cutter 
in its present shape, which he pats 
ented.
